The Saskatchewan Legislature has un- 
animously approved a resolution asking 
the Dominion Government to establish tri- 
bunals for debt adjustment in that pro- 
vince. The Legislatures of Alberta and 
Manitoba had already taken similar action. 

This means that the official voice of 
the West, with no party or opposition dis- 
senting, has been raised in a unanimous 
note to demand relief from a situation 
which is bad at any time, but which, during 
the war period, has become intolerable. 

If it is the purpose of the Government, 
as it must be, to divert all earnings above 
bare living expenses to the financing of 
the war, it is obvious that some arrange- 
ments and adjustments must be made to 
relieve earnings from some of the pressure 
of debt, else the entire war financial pro- 
gram will seriously suffer. 

If these steps are not taken 
who are ground between essential war tax- 
ation and creditors, will simply be forced 
into a position where they can yield little of 
value to either of them. 

Debt adjustment is an essential war 
measure and the Dominion Government 
must see the necessity for immediate act- 
jon. The conference in Ottawa on March 
15th should produce practical and effective 
results.

Many Birds Like 
Original Houses 


One of the classes in the coming 


bird house competition for young 
people is “the most unusual or odd 
house made from sticks, bark, old 
cans, et rhis means some bird 
houses can be constructed in some 
}unusual or original way from un- 
usual materials 

One of these is that made from 


slabs of wood with the bark Jeft on 
Another is made from pieces of 
tree trunk and a third is made from 


sawed lumber which is trimmed 
with willow twigs 

They prete houses which are 
made from natural materials as 
bark, parts of tree trunks etc, as 
these have much in common with 
their usual nesting places 

Jack pine or spruce slabs make 
a splendid house. The material is 
easy to work, and the bark clings 


well to the wood and weathers fine, 


It is well to drive a few smal! nails 
through the bark to keep it in place 
if the slab has been out in the 


weather, Another type is made from 
sawing a section of a tree in halve 

Then hollowing out the nest cavity, 
making the openi and fastening 
the two halves together with sere

The top should be covered with a 
slab of the same kind of wood to 
keep out the rain
